flights of imagination could never extend to the contemplation of a home 
whose front door was thrown equally wide open to both men and women 
to the male relatives of the women she entertains so often as well as to the 
women themselves. Yet why should this not be? When she is so conscious 
of her own inward cravings for social enjoyment at some home fireside, satis- 
fied only by receiving and being.received in her own and others homes, does 
she ever reflect for a fleeting instant that her husband may have similar 
cravings which it is a part of her wifely duty to endeavor to cater to and 
Satisfy? For to the writer this is surely a part of her duties, as much 
catering to his physical necessities Perhaps it is too much to ask such a 
woman to reflect. Or has she arrived at the conclusion that men be long to # 
lower stage of evolution, and have no such social longings as she has?

He hopes to get to Heaven some day, bul 
he never hopes or expects to walk through the front door of Mrs. Brown's 
home. To show his interest, he casually inquires what Mr. Brown does, and 
is informed by his wife that she doesn't know and in fact doesn't really know 
whether there is a Mr. Brown or not. Later mother gushingly confides to 
father that she has been to a tea at Judge Peck's home. Oh! the oil paintings 
brought from Europe, the Persian rugs from ‘I urkey, the rich tapestries on 
the walls, etc., etc. Oh! it was all so delightful. Father again thinks of 
Heaven, but this time it is the seventh Heaven.
